Add  up  the  hours  you  spend  in  extra  naps,  playing  cards,  seeing  shows, 
or  just  loafing.  There  isn’t  much  left  for  anything  else,  like  good  reading. 
But  certainly  you  see  the  papers.  Headlines  say  there  are  strikes  galore, 
with  at  least  200,000  out  of  work.  Prices  still  rise. 

The  war  is  over,  but  things  at  home  are  a  mess. 

Good  cafeteria  service  may  be  causing  you  to  forget  that  there  are  still 
thousands  starving  in  Europe.  Bullets  are  flying  in  Palestine,  the  Arabs  and 
the  Jews  and  some  Russians  still  think  lead  is  the  best  way  of  putting  their 
ideas  across.  And  the  diplomats  with  their  merry-go-rounding  lend  some 
semblance  of  truth  to  the  opinions  of  their  Dictating  Majesties. 

Things  abroad  are  a  mess  too. 

Up  in  Chicago  an  announcement  was  recently  made  placing  the  number 
of  divorces  in  Cook  county  alone  at  19,  430  for  the  past  year.  And  in  Detroit, 


similar  figures  for  Wayne  county 
than  marriages. 

But  why  bother  you  with  this? 

Because  it  is  up  to  you  to  change 
it.  Better  diplomacy,  a  larger  army  and 
navy,  bigger  and  better  bombs  will 
not  cure  it.

Some  will  be  employers  hiring 
many  men,  others  will  follow  labor  and 
become  leaders  there.  The  spark  of 
Christian  decency  and  generosity  they 
caught  from  you  will  burst  into  a

The  Sanguinist  Club  is  the  official 
Campus  Club  for  Catholic  Acton.  This 
has  been  our  conscious  responsibility  for 
the  whole  year  past. 

This  “Cathoilc  Action”  in  the  words 
of  Pope  Pius  XI,  it’s  supreme  champion, 
is  nothing  else  than  “the  participation 
of  the  laity  in  the  apostolate  of  the 
heirarchy”.  In  the  language  of  a  col¬ 
lege  Jo  or  Jane  it  means:  the  simple 
living  of  one’s  Catholic  Faith  twentty- 
four  hours  a  day — whether  in  the  class¬ 
room,  an  office,  tavern,  church,  gridiron, 
baseball  diamond,  basketball  court.  This 
doesn’t  mean  going  around  with  a  halo 
and  a  poker-face.  It’s  merely  doing  at 
all  times  and  in  all  places  what  one 
knows  in  his  own  mind  to  be  true  and 
right. 

Yet  there  is  one  other  idea  necessary 
in  this  “Catholic  living”  on  the  Catholic 
Action  level:  it  is  Catholic  living  in  a' 
strictly  organized  way;  i.e.,  not  merely 


The  first  such  problem  was  suggested 
by  the  National  Commission  on  Catholic 
Action,  Dayton  University:  the  problem 
of  student  extra-curricular  clubs,  and 
their  activities  on  local,  regional  and 
national  spheres  (cf.  Cathoilc  Action 
Studies,  Dayton  University  Press,  Sep¬ 
tember  1946).  This  led  to  the  Sanguin- 
ists’  chief  concern  this  year:  the  Na¬ 
tional  Federation  of  Catholic  College 
Students  and  its  relation  to  our  own 
Campus.  This  led  to  the  Regional  Con¬ 
gress  of  the  NFCCS  on  our  Campus  last 
February.  This  led  also  to  numerous 
activities  and  meetings  and  collabor¬ 
ation  on  the  part  of  both  Sanguinist 
Club  members  and  other  students  on 
the  campus  with  similar  '  leaders  ,  at 
numerous  other  Colleges  and  Univer¬ 
sities. 

By  January  30  membership  in  the 
Sanguinist  Club  doubled,  necessitating 
the  creation  of  two  more  cells  (no  cell

as  individuals,  but  as  members  of  a 
society. 

It  is  Catholic  living  which  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  be  effective  in  its  sphere:  to 
be  not  only  good,  but  to  spread  good¬ 
ness,  to  make  it  influencial  on  an  ever 
growing  scale. 

This  is  why,  even  at  the  very  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year,  the  Sanguinist  Club 
was  organized  into  Cells,  or  little 
spheres  of  influence,  where  men  of  sim- 
lar  mind,  and  similar  goodness,  could 
work  together  on  a  small,  but  very 
efficient  scale  to  accomplish  their  ends.

They  met  twice  weekly,  and  studied 
cell  technique,  campus  problems,  and 
attempted  to  find  solutions  for  them, 
then  set  about  solving  the  problem  us¬ 
ing  their  cells  and  the  enthusiasms 

created  in  them  to  bring  concrete  ac¬ 
tion  to  effect.

New  cell  activities, 
further  study,  larger  membership  called 
for  another  medium  to  coordinate  the 
cells.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  Tt 


PREAMBLE 

Be  it  known  that  the  Sanguinist  Club 
is  organized  to  instill  in  the  Catholic 
College  Students  of  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
Catholic  Action,  so  that  he  may  be  fully 
prepared  to  venture  into  the  world  and 
spread  the  Catholic  Way  of  life.  Our 
aims  are  with  God  and  our  ideals  are 
in  Him.  The  Sanguinist  Club  shall  func¬ 
tion  according  to  the  dictates  of  Cath¬ 
olic  Action  Books  of  approved  authority, 
and  our  Constitution. 

I.  Construction  of  the  Cell: 

.  '  <• 

a.  Each  cell  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  eight,  not  less  than 
four  members. 

b.  Each  cell  shall  have  its  own 
leader  who  shall  conduct  the 
meeting,  and  who  shall  discuss 
with  the  chaplain  special  points 
of  procedure  or  instruction  in 
private. 

II.  Officers 

a.  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chaplain. 

b.  The  cell  shall  consist  of  the 
Leader,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Militants. 

III.  Duties  of  Officers: 

a.  The  officers  are  directly  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chaplain, 
and  shall  consult  with  him  pri¬ 
vately  should  any  question  of 
special  duty  arise. 

b.  As  ordinary  duties  go,  they 
shall  fulfill  all  the  duties  proper 
to  Catholic  Action  Cell  Officers 
as  outlined  in  Militants. 

IV.  Number  of  Cells: 

a.  The  cells  in  the  Club  will  be 
formed  according  to  residence 
halls,  and  only  residents  of  a 
hall  shall  be  admitted  to  a  hall 
cell. 

b.  Exceptions  to  the  above  can  be 
made  only  by  the  Chaplain  and 
cells  leaders. 

V.  Members  of  the  Sanguinist 
Club: 

a.  Membership  shall  be  open  to 
any  member  of  the  College  but 


only  at  the  beginning  of  a  sem¬ 
ester. 

b.  Only  secular  students  shall  be 
appointed  to  cell  leadership. 

Vl.  Place  of  Meeting: 

a.  The  place  of  meeting  shall  be 
a  private  room  rather  than  a 
classroom. 

VII.  Time  of  Meeting: 

a.  The  meeting  of  a  cell  shall  be 
weekly  with  a  definite  day  and 
hour  determined  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  cell.  These  days 
and  times  must  be  listed  with 
the  Director  of  Student  Wel¬ 
fare,  and  must  be  kept  constant. 

b.  No  meeting  shall  last  more  than 
one  hour. 

VIII.  Procedure  of  Meeting: 

a.  Prayer — each  meeting  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  with  prayer 
led  by  the  Chaplain. 

b.  Remarks; — leader  shall  state  an¬ 
nouncements  of  an  official  na¬ 
ture  if  he  wishes. 

c.  Commentary — <:ommentary  on 

the  Gospel. 

d.  Minutes — shall  be  read  by  the 
secretary  and  reports  of  week’s 
accomplishments  noted. 

e.  Inquiry — 1.  Observe 

2.  Judge 

3.  Act 

f.  Dues — to  be  taken  according  to 
the  needs  of  the  cell. 

IX.  Section  Meeting: 

a.  A  meeting  shall  be  held  consist¬ 
ing  of  all  cells;  this  meeting 
is  known  as  a  section  meeting. 

b.  A  Section  meeting  shall  be  held 
once  a  month  and  shall  be  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  a  Chairman  who 
may  not  be  a  cell  leader. 

c.  The  Sectional  Chairman  shall 
meet  weekly  with  the  cell  lead¬ 
ers  and  the  Chaplain  only. 

d.  The  duties  of  the  Chairman  are 
to  coordinate  the  activities  of 
the  various  cells  which  make  up 
the  Sanguinist  Club. 

X.  Sectional  Chairman: 

The  Sectional  Chairman  shall  be 
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appointed  from  one  of  those  who 
have  been  active  participants  in 
Catholic  Action  on  this  Campus  for 
at  least  one  year  and  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Chaplain. 

XI.  NFCCS  Chairman: 

The  NFCCS  chairman  must  be  an 
active  member  in  Catholic  Action 
for  at  least  one  year,  and  may  not 
hold  any  office  in  the  Sanguinist 
Club  as  such. 


XII.  Outline  for  the  Sectional  Meet¬ 
ing. 

a.  Everyone  in  the  section  must 
attend  this  meeting. 

b.  Meetings  must  be  opened  and 
closed  by  prayer  led  by  the 
Chaplain. 

c.  Sectional  Chairman  must  give 
a  report  which  is  brief,  to  the 
point,  and  stimulating. 

d.  Reports  must  be  given  by  the 
leaders  of  the  cells. 

e.  There  shall  be  a  short  talk  by 
the  Chaplain. 

f.  There  shall  be  open  discussions.

g.  There  shall  be  closing  prayer  by 
the  Chaplain. 

XIII.  Amendments — By-Laws. 

Any  amendments  or  by-laws  to  be 
appended  to  this  Constitution  must 
be  passed  by  two-thirds  majority 
of  Sanguinist  members  in  Sectional 
meeting.

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WHAT  IS  A  CATHOLIC  ACTION  CELL  ?  ?  ? 


Catholic  Action  works  out  its  program 
in  small  groups.  These  groups  are  called 
cells,  because  like  the  cells  in  our  body, 
they  affect  everything  around  them ; 
they  grow  and  are  inter-united  with  all 
the  other  cells  of  the  body  for  its  com¬ 
mon  good.  They  are  centers  of  influence. 

An  ideal  number  in  a  cell  seems  to  be 
seven  or  eight.  (Experience  has  shown 
that  three  are  almost  too  few  and 
twelve  too  many.)  These  people  of 
course,  are  from  the  same  environment. 
Because  of  the  small  number,  everyone 
in  the  cell  receives  on  intense  training — 
a  training  that  a  large  group  would  not 
get.  Each  is  to  become  a  dynamic 
Christian.  Through  the  centuries  many 
revolutions,  some  with  bad  purposes, 
have  succeeded  because  they  have  been 
organized  on  a  small  scale  basis.  CA 
(Cothalic  Action)  is  organized  into 
small  compact  units  ,and  it,  too,  will 
succeed  with  its  revolution — the  revol¬ 


WHEN  DO  CELLS  MEET??? 

A  cell  meets  every  week.  The  meeting 
lasts  one  hour,  seldom  any  longer. 
Every  member  takes  quite  an  active 
part  in  the  meeting. 

All  members  must  be  present  every 
week.  No  true  member  will  let  any¬ 
thing  less  than  an  earthquake  or  a 
death  in  the  family  keep  him  from  at¬ 
tending  a  meeting.  A  person  cannot  be 
truly  convinced  of  Catholic  Action  and 
give  it  up  now  and  then.  It  is  disas¬ 
trous  to  cells  to  have  members  skip 
meetings  for  reasons  like:  “O,  but  this 
is  a  special  Movie!”  Or  ‘T  got  a  date!” 
If  there  is  a  good  reason,  the  meeting 
may  be  changed  to  another  time.  Since 
we  are  organized  in  a  battle  for  the 
cause  of  Christ,  we  cannot  absent  our¬ 
selves  from  the  meetings  where  the 
battle  is  being  planned.  Indeed,  it  is 
very  much  of  an  honor  that  we  can  be 
there.  “The  individual  apostolate  is 
no  longer  enough,”  says  the  Holy 
Father. 

WHO  IS  IN  A  CELL??? 

Each  cell  must  have  a  permanent 
leader,  that  is,  one  lay  person  who 
is  responsible  for  the  development  of 
the  group.  He  is  tJie  spark-plug  of 
the  cell.  He  is  the  leader  of  the  other 
leaders  about  him.  He  comes  to  the 
meeting  fully  prepared. 

He  gets  the  training  necessary 
from  the  priest  moderator.  There  is 
need  of  much  team  work  here — the 
priest  Christianizes  and  forms  the 
cell  leaders:  the  cell  leaders  carry  it  to 
their  team  members;  and  together  ,the 
leader,  the  cell  and  the  team  Christian¬ 
ize  their  surroundings. 

The  Church  found  and  adopted  this 
“cel  technique”  when  a  young  Belgian 
'  priest,  Canon  Cardign,  in  1924,  went  to 
the  Holy  Father  with  the  plan.  Pope 
Pius  XI  later  said  of  it:  “We  offer  this 
movement  as  a  model  for  Catholic 
Action.”  Canon  Cardign  had  started  the 
cell  movement  among  young  factory 
workers.  It  spread  like  fire  in  Belgium, 
and  from  there  to  France.  At  the  Paris 
Congress  in  1937  there  were  85,000 
members.  It  began  in  the  United  States 
shortly  afterwards.

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The  Characteristics  of  Catholic  Action 

Writers  on  Catholic  Action,  analyzing  the  definition  are  in  the  habit  of 
pointing  out  four  great  characteristics  which  must  exist  together  before 
Catholic  Action  can  be  present.  These  characteristics  and  their  principle 
implications  are  outlined  in  the  following  table  which  will  indicate  the  future 
development  of  Catholic  Action  technique: 

1.  Catholic  Action  is  the  work  of  Laymen: 

a.  of  lay  responsibility  and  hence  of  intense  personal  formation; 

b.  of  lay  responsibility  in  and  to  one’s  own  “natural  medium”  of  life. 

2.  Catholic  Action  is  an  apostolate: 

a.  an  apostolate  of  like  by  like; 

b.  social  apostolate ; 

c.  a  universal  apostolate. 

3.  Catholic  Action  is  organized  in  a  definite  way; 

a.  in  a  way  determined  by  hierarchical  authority; 

b.  and  fitting  into  a  universal  plan  of  world  organization; 

c.  characterized  by  “milieu-specialization; 

d.  and  by  “cell  technique”. 

4.  Catholic  Action  is  under  the  direct  authority  of  the  hierarchy: 

a.  mandated  by  the  Bishop,  and  subordinate  to  him. 

b.  and  thus  possessing  an  official  status  in  the  Church’s  apostolate, 
All  other  Catholic  activities  whatever  will  possess  one  or  more  of  these 

characteristics  but  only  Catholic  Action  unites  them  all.

worked.  That’s  the  secret  of  the  Com¬ 
munists.  That’s  the  way  of  the  truth 
and  justice  of  Christ.

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The  Tales  Of  The  Thief . . . 

Or,  Why  The  Inquiry?  ?  ? 

The  shy  thief  in  a  striped  turtleneck 
sweater,  who  arms  himself  with  a  bag 
of  tools  and  a  little  black  mask,  and 
naively  rings  the  front  doorbell  of  his 
victim’s  house,  is  not  acting  prudently. 

FROM  THIEF  TO  THOMAS 

Centures  ago  St.  Thomas  gave  the 
following  as  the  acts  of  prudence:  “The 
first  is  to  take  counsel,  which  belongs 
to  discovery,  for  counsel  is  an  act  of 
inquiry.  The  second  act  is  to  judge  of 
what  one  has  discovered,  and  this  is  an 
act  of  the  speculative  reason.  But  the 
practical  reason,  which  is  directed  to 
action,  goes  further,  and  its  third  act 
is  to  command,  which  act  consists  in  ap¬ 
plying  to  action  the  things  counselled 
and  judged.  And  since  this  act  ap¬ 
proaches  nearer  to  the  end  of  the  prac¬ 
tical  reason,  it  follows  that  it  is  the 
chief  act  of  the  practical  reason  and 
consequently  of  prudence.” 

So  when  Catholic  Action  technique, 
official  cell  technique,  ^  insists  on  OB¬ 
SERVING,  JUDGING,  then  ACTING, 
it  is  “digesting”  St.  Thomas  to  the  min¬ 
imum. 

THE  PLAN  AND  THE  MAN 

In  order  to  observe  correctly,  judge 
intelligently  and  act  accordingly,  we 
need  a  plan.  The  Inquiry  is  such  a  plan, 
by  which  leaders  live  the  life  destined 
for  them  in  Confirmation.  It  is  the  plan- 
of-action  of  a  lay  leader,  a  modern  lay 
apostle. 

The  purpose  of  the  Inquiry  is  twofold: 
first,  to  obtain  an  adequate,  permanent 
solution  for  the  actual  problems  of  an 
environment;  secondly,  to  give  a  sense 
of  responsibility  to  individual  cell  mem¬ 
bers  by  which  they  more  willingly  ac¬ 
cept  the  work  of  the  apostolate.  These 
two  claims  can  be  realized  by  intel¬ 
ligent  Inquiries.  Observation  will  cause 
leaders  to  recognize  problems.  Judge¬ 
ment  will  show  them  the  Christian  pic¬ 
ture.  Action  will  set  things  right.
